generally unpubllclzed profession of publi- 
cizing. 

News stories Identify Mr. Pnynter varloii.sly 
as a. publicity agent and a publicist. Perhaps, 
he would prefer, as many do, the title of pub- 
licity counsel or, better, public relations 
counsel. At any rate, he reprcsenta a calling 
- which has become an Indispensable part of 
American life. 

Publicists las wc .ihall call them for brev- 
ity's cake) operate on many levels. 

The blg-tlme publicist dl.spen.se.s Intormn- 
tlon, suggests policy, molds public opinion 
and occasionally does some lobbying. He 
writes the client'.? speeches and his signed 
magazine articles. Sometimes he performs 
the untrndltlonal function of keeping the 
client's name out ot the paper.s. At his best 
he U an cthlcn.1. Intelligent. Informed and 
valuable source ot Information. 

He \s engaged by a variety ot persons for 
a variety of reasons. He may be asked to 
publicize a Btarlet's figure or an ex-klng'.s 
democratic disposition and good Intentions. 
Or ha may be aJiked to present an entire In- 
dustry's viewpoint to the public. But the pru- 
dent Individual or concern hires a publicist as 
A Chinese hires a doctor— to keep him 
healthy, not cure him of lllnes,s. 

To some publicists an account Is .simply a 
business arranBemonl. But to others, includ- 
ing sgme of the best ones, a client's cau.se 
partakes of the nature of a crusade. Mr. 
Paynter's relations with the Oarsson interests 
seem to fall in the latter category. 

Mr. Paynter told the committee that he had 
b*en hired by the Gnrssons" attorney after he 
had "thought It all over for two days and 
two nights." His acquaintance with both 
principals and Issues must have been brief. 
But be it said to his credit that no lioness 
ever defended her cubs with more fierce 
courage than Mr, Paynter showed In his 
brush with the Investigating scnatora. 

He referred to the "Mead geslapo gang." 
Ho said the committee had "mnllclously sup- 
pressed the truth," and was holding star 
chamber scsslonA. He announced that ha 
would "freeze In hell" before he would betray 
ft confidence. 

What Impresses us more than anything, 
however, Is that Mr. Paynter could think the 
whole thing through In two days and nights. 
Ihat means he had to follow the tortuous 
maze of Oarsson transactions, whereby the 
minoli Watchcase Co., Erie Basin Metal 
ProductB, Inc.. Cumberland Lumber Co., 
United States Wind Engine and Piimp Co., 
BatavlR Metal Products Co., Inc., U. S, Chal- 
lenge Co., National Machinery Works. Inter- 
state Machinery Co., Pershing Engineering 
Co. and some others wore jsold and resold, 
christened and rechrlstened, shuffled and re- 
shuffled in a manner resembling the old shell 
game. 

But Mr. Paynter. In 48 hours, not only 
figured the thing out but arrived at the con- 
clusion that, as they say In Brooklyn, "W( 
wuz robbed." That's really an Impressive 
emergency operation— whether It saves the 
patient or not.
